AID SOCIETIES. 
A bill is before the Legislature, which 
will become a 
law, 
which 
declares 
that all associations or secret orders, such 
as the Masons, Odd Fellows, the Ancient 
Order of United Workmen, Knights ot 
Pythias, Knights ot Honor, Druids, and 
Firemen, are not life insurance companies 
in the sense and meaning of the general 
laws of the State relating to iife insurance 
companies, and that such societies, orders 
and associations are and shall be hereafter 
exempt 
from 
the 
provisions of 
the 
general laws, which requires that Insur­ 
ance companies shall pay a license. 
This 
is a wise measure and should be adopted. 
The secret and benevolent societies which 
have an insurance department connected 
with them are doing a noble work tor the 
many thousands who are unable to pay the 
extravagant and speculative rates charged 
by the large insurance companies, and 
should not be made to comply with the 
general law relating to these powerful cor­ 
porations in which a poor man can not 
afford to insure his iife. 
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BIENNIAL SESSIONS. 
Senator Richardson has a bill before the 
Senate relating to biennial sessions of the 
Legislature. This is one of tne most proc 
Ileal and common-sense measures now be­ 
fore that body and should become a law. 
Nearly every year since the State govern­ 
ment was organized, the Legislature has 
more or less considered this question. Bat 
so far every bill has been defeated by the 
influence of the Madison clique, which is 
interested in having as many sessions of 
the Legislature as possible in order to keep 
that town out of a comatose condition. This 
influence has been constantly at work op­ 
posing any reform in the manner of hold­ 
ing the Legislative sessions. 
There is a 
prospect now, 
however, that Senator 
Richardson’s bill will pass. The members 
of the present Legislature are aware of the 
fact that the 
State expends too much 
money in amending and repealing the gen 
eral Jaws. and ii they faithfully represent 
their constituents, they will support some 
measure which will secure biennial ses­ 
sions. Over half the time the sessions are 
a curse instead of a benefit, but for the sake 
of supporting a few politicians and lob­ 
byists, and teed mg Madison during the 
winters, the sessions are held annually. 
This should be stopped. 
Politicians and 
lobbyists should be made to support them 
selves like honest people. This is not the 
time to hold sessions for their benefit. 
Biennial sessions are meeting with favor 
in other States. Of the 38 States in the 
Union, 29 now hold biennial sessions, and 
alto G of the 8 Territories, and* even in 
larger States than Wisconsin where- more 
legislative business is necessary, they have 
no desire to return to the system of hold­ 
ing annual sessions. The bill introduced 
by 
Senator 
Richardson 
provides for 
the 
election 
of 
Assemblymen 
once in two years, and the Senators once 
in tour years, the salary to be $400 
instead of $330. It was thought best 
to Increase the salaries a trifid to meet 
the extra expense which might be incurred 
should extra sessions of tbe«LegisIature be 
called. 
Under this bill, the Assemblymen 
would receive $400 for the two years, and 
the Senators $800 for the four years. This 
would be far cheaper fur the State, and 
financially would be better for the mem­ 
bers. Should this bill become a law this 
Winter, the next session of the Legislature 
would have to provide for the submission 
of the question to the people which would 
then be voted on at the general election of 
1SS0. Such a measure as this would be 
carried by the people by a larger majority 
than was ever given a constitutional ques­ 
tion submitted to them tor ratification. 


that tramping and begging was easier, ll 
not more honorable, than working and 
earning an 
honest 
livelihood. 
These 
classes of tramps are a nuisance, and 
should be severely punished, and if the 
Legislature should pass a judicious tramp 
bill, the country will soon breathe easier 
by getting rid of the vagabonds, who first 
tramp and beg, and then steal. Those who 
have so many tender words for the “ poor 
unfortunate tramp,” are wasting their sym­ 
pathy. He is not so much afflicted with 
misfortune as he is with a disposition to 
live without work, and to steal wherever 
there is a prospect he can do so without 
being caught. 
There is not one tramp in a hundred who 
is compelled to beg. 
There is plenty of 
work to do, and if it can not be bad at fair 
wa^es, it can be had for at least a sufficient 
sum to keep a young man in food and 
clothing, and thus save him lrom tramping- 
The labor reformers and tho Sam Cary 
class of Greenbackers told us last year 
that tramps were as honorable as mer­ 
chants and were as much to be respected 
as mechanics, and they had no right to 
work for their board if they could not ob* 
tarn fair wages ; and that it was a disgrace 
and too humiliating for any man, howev* 
cr humble he may be, to be compelled to 
labor for simply his b m d. 
General Cary 
seems to have a good deal of veneration 
for the lazy tramp, but he must remember 
that it is not dishonorable to toil tor even 
one's board. There have been prominent 
men 
in 
Congress 
who 
did 
that thing when 
young men rather 
than tramp, or beg, or steal; and some who 
are there now have been as poor as the 
poorest tramp, and yet they had the indus­ 
try and the manliness to work and becom e 
men of large influence and property. 
S jme of the greatest men in this country 
to-day—men of means, of character, and 
of wide reputations, have come out of trib­ 
ulation as deep a9 that experienced by the 
laziest tramp that ever begged in Jan es­ 
ville. This proves that tramps can, in a 
great degree, better their condition if they 
will to do so. If they prefer to prowl 
about the cities and foster habits of vice 
and beg their daily bread rathevthan labor 
as honest men do, then the Legislature 
should enact a law which will give them 
the punishment they deserve.

THE LEGISLATURE ON THE TRAMP- 
There is a hill now before the Legislature 
providing for the punishment of tramps. 
The bill is as severe a one as that which 
passed the Legislature of New Hampshire 
some time ago. In addition to the impris­ 
onment and manual labor which the bill 
provides for, it also establishes the whip­ 
ping post in certain cases. If a tramp seems 
to be incorrigible, won’t work and is re­ 
fractory, then provision is made for his 
punishment at the post. 
A bill which has 
for its object the proper treatment of 
tramps 
should 
be 
supported 
by 
the Legislature and put in force as early as 
possible. It should be a wise m easure- 
one which would accomplish two objects— 
ridding the community of tramps, and bet 
termg the condition of the tramps them­ 
selves. Already the question has come up 
for discussion in the Assembly, and a good 
many of the members indicate that they 
are in favor of a severe tramp law. Mr* 
Carter, of Grant, a lawyer of considerable 
ability, argues in favor of the whipping 
post as a means to punish the tramps who 
are too lazy to work and too stubborn to 
take advice. There are many tramps who 
doubtless need the lash,but whetberit would 
be wisdom on the part of the Legislature 
to follow Delaware and Virginia In estab­ 
lishing the whipping post, is a serious ques. 
tion. All tramps are not criminals, but 
with rarely aa exception, they are persons 
who are too idle to labor for an honest liv­ 
ing. Misfortune has not altogether made 
tramps of them. In nineteen cases out of 
twenty they are tramps from choice. They 
would rather beg from house to house than 
saw half a cord of wood tor a good dinner 
aud a half a dollar, beside. The experience 
of many farmers in 
Rock and otner 
counties last harvest who wanted harvest 
help, aud who offered to hire “ tramps” at 
good wages, will corroborate this state­ 
ment. There were hundreds of them In 
the country who begged tor bread and 
complained that they could not find em­ 
ployment, but when they had an opportu­ 
nity to earn their bread by the sweat of 
their brow in the harvest field, they flinch* 
od from the responsibility, and decided

How' to Pay the A rrears of Pensions— 


Secretary Sherm an's Views. 


W ashington, Feb. IO.—Secretary Sher­ 
man receives many inquiries from persons 
interested in the recently passed arrears of 
pensions bill, asking why the large coin 
reserve in tho Treasury cannot be used to 
pay the arrears of pensions, without issu­ 
ing a fresh lot of greenbacks or increasing 
the bonded debt. The Secretary’s reply is 
that there is no 
coin 
available to 
pay 
these 
pensions, 
and 
not 
a 
dollar will be paid until an appropriation 
is made. 
This coin is mainly resumption 
mad, and to use it would be to h&zzard 
the permanent success 
of 
resumption. 
There are but three ways to provide for 
the demands made by tne arrears of pen­ 
sions bill—pay in small annual install­ 
ments, issue bonds or increase taxation. 
One 
of these three, 
in 
the Sec­ 
retary’s 
opinion, 
must 
be done 
especially 
as 
a 
reduction 
ot 
the tax on tobacco 19 threatened, which 
will cut down the revenues $9,009,000 an­ 
nually. Referring to the proposition made 
in many quarters, to issue $40,000,000 ad­ 
ditional currency, the Secretary said it 
would be disastrous,destroy confidence, send 
gold upward, and destroy the results we had 
labored so long and suffered so much to 
achieve.

BLODGETT. 


The K nott Committee Ketlcent and 


Decline to G ive Any Opinion. 


W ashington, Feb. IO.—The Blodgett 
Committee were all in their scats here to­ 
day, but they were extremely reticent, and 
declined to give any expressions of opin­ 
ion either to Congressmen or newspaper 
men. Indeed, at one or two Congressmen 
who 
approached 
them 
the 
Com­ 
mitteemen took offense, intimating that 
they were acting m a judicial capacity, 
and that it woald be entirely improper to 
give any indications as to their probable 
course. The testimony is to be reported to 
the House tor printing and recommittal to 
the full Committee a9 soon as the stenog­ 
raphers can write out their note*. It is ex­ 
pected this will be done by Wednesday, 
possibly to-morrow. The testimony will 
make quite a large volume. 
The nearest indication as to the mental 
condition of the Democratic members of 
the Committee on this subject is that they 
are reflecting upon the weight to be given 
to Uesing’s testimony, whatever that may 
mean. Some of the Congressmen who 
have conversed with the Committee say 
that, whatever may be said with respect to 
Judge Blodgett, there is no doubt that the 
report will contain severe animadversions 
upon the methods of procedure in the 
Jankruptcy Court and the administration 
of the Registers.

board the steamer on our return and was 
with us for a few days until we reached 
New York. 
Simply this and nothing more. Now see 
the absurdity of what follows:

society, but the 
young 
lady looked 
on him kindly, 
and 
the 
light of 
her eyes purified his lite.” They both did 
this at a distance of from three to ten thou­ 
sand miles. “ It was a case of love at first 
sight.”

When all parties finally met at Elmira 
there was no fuss and feathers about it, 
no tempest in a teapot, no opposition, but 
a quiet, unromantic, commonplace wed­ 
ding, just as when any ordinary man mar­ 
ries any young lady he happens to take a 
fancy to. 
Aa the “Innocents Abroad” has been 
widely read in St. Paul, and seyeral copies 
are in the library for those who still wish 
to read them, I thought it would be well 
to separate them from At least a part of 
the twaddle about Mark Twain, which, for 
twelve years past, has been freely circular 
ed about him.

H orrible F ate o f a Portion o f one of 
_ the B ritish Colum ns in Month A frica 


They are Su rp rised and Annini- 
lated. 


London, Feb. .10. 1879.—Advices from 
Cape Town via St. Vincent, says that on 
the 21st ult. a British column consisting of 
a portion of the Twenty-fourth Regiment, 
a battery of artillery, and GOO native aux­ 
iliaries was utterly annihilated near Tugela 
River by 20,000 Zulu?, who captured a 
valuable convoy of 102 wagons. 1,000 oxen, 
two cannon, 409 shot and shell, 1,000 rifles, 
230,009 
rounds 
of ammunition, 60,000 
pounds weight of provisions, aud the col­ 
ors of the Twenty-fourth Regiment. 
It 
is estimated that five thousand Zulus were 
killed aod wounded in the battle. 
Among the killed on the British side are 
two majors, four captains, twelve lieuten­ 
ants, and the quartermaster of the Twenty* 
fourth regiment; two captains of the royal 
artillery, a colonel, a captain and a ser­ 
geant major of engineers, besides twenty* 
one other British officers commanding na­ 
tive levies. 
Seven attacks subsequently made by the 
Zulus have been repulsed, and the colony 
ie new somewhat recovering from the utter 
consternation which at drat prevailed. 
Natal, however, is in great danger, and 
disturbances are feared in Pongolaod. 
Lord Chelmsford, commander of the ex­ 
pedition, has been forced to retire in con* 
sequence of defeat, it is estimated that 
five 
hundred 
soldiers 
were 
killed 
besides the officers enumerated above. 
Governor Sir Barde Frere has sent ap­ 
peals to England and Mauritius tor rein­ 
forcements. The mail steamer tor England 
was dispatched a day earlier than usual, 
with a request tor six regiments of infantry 
and a brigade of cavalry. 
The men-of-war, the Active and Tene- 
dos, have been ashore. 
The Tenedos was 
seriously injured, and obliged to go into 
dock at Simmons Bay. 
London, Feb. IO, 1879—A later dispatch 
from Cape Town says the British force 
was compelled to recross the borders. Tne 
force which was annihilated was attacked 
while guarding the camp of the headquar­ 
ters of the column at Insandusana, dur­ 
ing the absence of Lord Chelmsford With 
a strong force reconnoitering.

Aseal P. Inman, wfo 3 funeral took 
place two miles east of Utica, New York, 
January 24, was a highly eccentric charac­ 
ter. Seventy years ago he built a log cabin 
on one of the hills that slope to the Mo­ 
hawk river. He was then IO years of age, 
had a wile and $00. 
Some time during 
the first year of his w' deled life Inman in­ 
formed his wife that he intend I to pre­ 
serve silence for the remainder of his days. 
This conclusion wi s the r suit of an excit­ 
ing dialogue which Inman overheard be­ 
tween his lather and a near relative. Ex­ 
p ir in g a belief that more harm than g( od 
is wrought by speech, he announced his 
determination to place permanent padlock 
upon his lips. 
Tips wm in 1810. 
The 
following year his first clr Id wrs born. 
When 
that 
interesting 
event 
was 
reaching a c ir climax Inman rode 
seven mile3 at night to Fort Herkimer in 
qu «t of a physician. He carne I s!ate and 
pencil, wrote a a ’intent ot the situation, 
and returu’ng w ith the tin I ic me man re­ 
ceived the announcement of Irs paternal 
responsibiiiti " in spence. 
The following 
year—in 1812—wh^n the Yeomen of Cen­ 
tra! and Northern New York were sum­ 
moned to tbcdeferse ol Sackets Harbor, 
Inman reported for duty at a p t near Ad 
ams, J ellersoa county, riding alone nearly 
one hundred rn 1 3 through the forests to 
the recruiting station. 
PreJucing his 
slate he wrote: “I come to fight, not to 
talk.” The commandir 7 officer declined 
to give him a place in .the u c k - and In­ 
man remained at the p« \ Torii'n" with­ 
out, pay for several mon*1' 
j^e

noted lor his strength. With Ezra Grin­ 
nell, who is now living at f lie sge of 87, 
Inman carr! d a cannon from the 8t. Law­ 
rence river to Adv x.-, Jefl^r »a county, a

four days making the trip. 
Two days 
of his time was par J in 
irch of a lost 
trail,

journey, bat Inman utter d no word of 
comment or complaint. Atter live or six 
years of this remarkable silence other cc 
centncities were developed. 
He would 
never read alter sunset; he reiused to 
drink weii-waitr, aud for sixty-five years 
slacked his thirst with rainwater tnat had 
not touched the ground. His diet was ex­ 
tremely simple. For forty years he has not 
been out of doors atter ti o’clock at night. 
When asked why he remained indoors on 
evenings, he wrote: “Man should rest with 
nature.” His wile, who survives him, says 
that no woman ever had a kinder liusbiiid. 
The relations betw e^ the couple were al­ 
ways pleata*^ Bl](j Mrs. Inman has re­ 
m a rk ^ /tQ bt ^neighbors: “lf Asael talked 
much as I elo, the Lord knows what 
might happen ” 
Mrs. Inman is eighty- 
eignt years old and vigorous, »8he states 
that during the first few years of her hus­ 
band’s silence he would mutter in his 
sleep. 
The last time he said any­ 
thing audible while asleep was in the 
campaign when Millard Fillmore was a 
candidate for the Presidency on the Know- 
Nothing platform, with Doneieon at the 
tail of tne ticket. Ioman was 
strong 
believer in the doctrine of which Fillmore 
was then the principal exponent, bod had 
attended some barbecues got up ic the 
interest of KnoW-Nothiogiaoi. One of the 
sougs popular with the friends of Fillmore 
ran in this vein: 
ti heard anoise like a cannon -oa-, 
_,It Bounded a.u.g from store to shore; 
I heard a chout like a thunder tony 
For Fillmore and for Donaldson. 
Get oat ol the wav, old Jim Bucky, 
Iou can t mn, for you’re unlucky; 
Get ou’ of lh* way, Jacky Fremont, 
Yoni new badging can’t get tteam o u t. 
Mr*. Inman says her husband, while 
asleep, repealed the abjvc quoted lines 
with distinctness. On two occasions he 
was betrayed into speech during the day­ 
time. In the summer of 1817, while as- 


I aisling some neighbors at a “log-raising,” 
a prop under one of the logs gave way aud 
Inman's left hand was badly crushed. A 
single 
exclamation, 
“Oh!” 
was the 
only* 
verbal indication of 
the in­ 
tense 
pain 
the 
man 
suffered. 
When the hand was being dressed he did 
not groan, la 1S42, while traveling with 
his wife in a stage between Syracuse and 
Rochester, the vehicle was halted in iront 
ol a email country tavern. A child was 
sleeping on the porch. Inman looked out, 
saw a large black snake crawl |to the side 
of the infant. Grasping his wife’s arm, he 
shouted, “6 ee!” and, pointing to the snake, 
sprang from the stage, pursued the reptile 
some distance and finally killed it. 
Inman never used tobacco in any form, 
never tasted liquor, avoi Jt J tea and coffee, 
and never had personal occasion to seek 
medical advice. He confidently expected 
to live to be one hundred years old, and 
but for the a c c e n t which was the imme­ 
diate cause of his death it is highly proba­ 
ble he Woald have tallied a century. Last 
spring he sowed thirty acres with oats, 
assisting in the fall harvest and performed 
from choice the full quota ol a farm labor­ 
er’s work. The oats were stored in a gran­ 
ary connected with the dwelling by a cov­ 
ered passage way. Mrs Inman returning 
Irorn the granary last Monday informed 
her husband that the mice were making 
sad havoc with the oats. The old gentle­ 
man mounted a high stool to look into the 
oat bin, lost his footing, and falling, SUS - 
tamed injuries that speedily resulted io his 
death. 
He leaves a carefully written record of 
his life during some sixty years 
of his 
silence. 
Fordone of these 
diaries are 
quite interesting, but as a rule he enlarges 
upon the absurdity of giving utterance to 
frivolous thoughts. 
Ile seems to have 
regarded speech as a sacred gift. to be in­ 
dulged in only when it promised benefit to 
the human race. Here are some of his 
“axioms” : “Most lives are productive of 
empty noise.” “As one million is to one, 
so is sense to sound.” “He who talks most 
feels least.” “The fool talks while the wise 
man thinks.” Inman leaves a snug fortune 
which his son inherits. 
His last written 
message was: 
“Silence is golden.” 
His 
oft-penciled admonition to his son was, 
Keep your mouth shut.” 
In the neigh­ 
borhood he was known 
to many as the 
dumb man. Ile was quick to read charac­ 
ter, loved a joke, and insisted that there 
was so much in the world to learn and 
think about that time spent in talking was 
time squandered. 
Inman’s funeral was 
largely attended, neighbors coming through 
die snow-drills for miles to manifest their 
respect for the silent man.
